- This conſideration puts th: Church upon thoſe Melancholy Infidell reaſon- 
Ings, and ſad Expoftulations. v. 7, 8, 9. but verſe 16. b:vins the Palme of 
Rem?mbcance, where we have the Church correQing the weakn-fle -of her 
former Exprefhons, and her ſelf for them; and betakins her ſelf for ihelter 
to that ſure Refuge, the experience ſhe has formerly had of Cods goodnefſe and 
Wer, in h:r greateſt ſtraights ; to the remembrance of the years of thit Right- 
nd of th2 Moſt High, which can never be ſhortned. So that let thypreent 
yoak be never ſo heavy, yet the conſideration of that Right-hand which, ov+.

raculouſly ſhooke off that of. Egypt, may ſypport and eaſe you under it, 
ki This uſe the Spitit of God ee D frequently, makes. of the Egypris 
deliverance, as in othet places, ſo Pfalme 74.v. 14. Thou breakeſt theteal of 
Leviathan in piezes, aud gaveſt hinz to be meat fr the People inhabiting the 


Wilderneſſe. © His meanthng ; 
their ſtraiohts in the Wilderneſſe, might be tzmpted to doubt of or diſtruſt the 


Providence of God towards theny: To:prevent this, God had given them: 


Leviathan as food for their Faith, which was tufhcient to uphold their ſpirits, 
and maintain a life 6f Hope and Contid:nce within them ; uf they would but 
look up unto him, and make their dpendance upon him, according to the glo- 
riqus incouragement, and triumphing provocation of ſo great and unheard-of a 
Dehverance. | 

The Prophet Aſaph here takes the ſame courſe, with the diſtreſſed Church 
whzn in a wilderneffe condition, hungry and thirſty,their ſouls faint wi. hin them: 
Fe 20es to Leviathan, whom God hzd broken in pieces, and ſets him before 
them for meat, (from the 1.4. verſe:to the words of my Text.) And here leſt 
Godthould be thought not to ſave to the utmoſt, but 01ely for his own Name- 
ſake to reſcue from ſome eminent danger, and ſo leave them to ſhift for them- 
ſelves; we are aſſured that after he had been their Deliverer , him(elf- alſo 
became their Condudtor, and whereas they yvere a Rud?, Lingovern'd and Con- 
fuſed awltitude, he crowns them with the bl:fAimg of a Gracious Governour, 
and Regular Government, leading th:m with as much care, as the mt vigilant 
Shepheard his lock, By the hand of Moſes amid Aaron. 

The words are -plain, the ſenſe is clear and evident, and therefore it would 
be'but loft labayr farther to expound them. What is requiſite this way ſhallþe 
taken notice of as jve paſſe, in the mean time; we have here theſe three things

. Wherefore ever bleſſed be the name of that God, who for the good of Man- 
kind, and preſervation of Humane ſociety, hath intruſted Kings with .a power 
over the Eftztes and lives of others, which truſt could be of no validity,if 
fed in them by. any other fave him alone, who by vertue'of his Supreme 
Authority had a power over beth ; and ſo could diſpence with thoſe Laws other- 
wiſe in force both againſt Murder and Theft.
